edge of the kettle, upset the contents 
of the vessel. The scalding fluid was 
poured over the little 
fellow’s 
body, 
burning the flesh in a frightful 
m an­ 
ner. 
The 
mother 
removed 
toe 
child’s 
clothing immediately and did 
all 
in 
her power to alleviate his 
sufferings. 
Dr. C. A. Keagy, of Hanover was sum­ 
moned and upon his arrival 
he 
gave 
prom pt treatm ent, but had little hopes 
of recovery. 
A fter lingering until 3 a. 
rn. 
Sun­ 
day, the little 
child 
died, 
casting a 
deep gloom over the home and the en­ 
tire community. 
Besides the child’s parents, an elder 
sister survives. 
Funeral Wednesday, Sept. IT, from 
the house, Rev. J. II. H artman officiat­ 
ing at the services. Interment at 
St. 
Bartholomew’s cemetery.

New York, Sept. 16.—Coroner Fein- 
r rg learned that twenty-year-old An­ 
na A untlier, the girl who was mur- 
lered and whose torso was found 
floating in the Hudson river, had be- 
ome a mother before she was mur- 
h red find her body dismembered by 
Father Hana Schmidt, a curate oi St. 
Joseph’s Catholic Church, who is iii 
ail here. 
Schmidt, who confessed to the crime 
admitted having 
improper 
relations 
with the girl. and told the police that 
lie soon would become the mother of 
hild. 
Investigation by Feinberg, 
however, convinced him that the child 
tad been born to the girl before Sch­ 
eldt slew her on September 2 in the 
Rtle flat that lie had rented for her. 
T'u authorities believe that Schmidt 
Mined the baby alive, and began dig- 
n 
in the neighborhood of the flat 
chert the girl was murdered in the 
•,ui «* ot finding the baby's body. 
i.midt, iii his cell was calm and 
defiant 
He refused to see reporters, 
and when one of them sent a note to 
Ititil requesting an interview, Schmidt 
eat back the following written re- 
ply: 
“I don’t think you will under­ 
hand me. 
There is no use talking 
about it." 
An examination of Schmidt’s mental 
mditlon was made by the Tombs 
physician. 
Other examinations will 
follow as it is believed that Schmidt 
is mentally unbalanced. 
Acting Dis­ 
trict Attorney Knit said that any ef­ 
forts to prove that Sc hmidt was in- 
sane when he killed the* girl will be 
. u nhatted vigorously.

na A untlier, and after I had done so, 
drank some of the blood in order to 
consummate the sacrifice.’ " 
In the hop© of bi auding him an Im 
poster and pseudo priest, church an* 
tborities began a sweeping investiga­ 
tion of Schmidt's record and his pre­ 
tensions or ordination. 
The murdered girl was a Hungarian 
about twenty years old, who had come 
to New York two years ago to better 
lier condition. 
Hie* had worked as a 
dom. stic* in but two places 
the ree­ 
ler} of St. Boniface’s church, 2d aver 
nue and 47th street and in a residence 
on Riverside Drive 
It was while om­ 
it! i)od at the former place she met and 
entered into improper relations with 
Schmidt, then a priest of the parish. 
in February tin* couple obtained a 
marriage Miens#, the priest giving his 
name an John Sehtuidt, 
Schmidt told 
inspector Fe rut be bad performed the 
i etc mony him « lf, being a priest, aud 
in lier ignorance the girl evidentally 
fell no fear when Schmidt established 
her In * mc inly furnished fiat at 6S 
lira Sh li st avenue, where she was slain 
and dismembered by him.

National Law There That Results In 
Holdings Less Than an 
Acre In Slit. 


An outstanding feature of the Bel­ 
gian farming Is the small size of the 
farms. More than half of the Belgian 
farms are less than an acre in size. 
One cause of small farms in Bel­ 
gium is a law prohibiting the leaving 
by any man of all his property to one 
child, declares Wallaces’ Farmer, 
it 
is required that the property be divid­ 
ed among his children. Of course the 
children can agree to hold the land 
intact, but in practice the result has 
been a great subdivision of the land. 
The average acre of Belgian land 
rents for a cash rent of about $10, but 
there Is some share renting, the agree­ 
ment being half and half, and the 
landlord to furnish half of the fer­ 
tilizer. 
Tho average value of the Belgian 
land to now about $300 an acre, pas­ 
ture laud averaging a little more than 
this and cultivated land a little less. 
Eighty years ago Belgian land was 
worth Just half this much. 
Why is Belgian land so high? It is 
not so fertile as much of the land of 
England or Germany, yet is more val­ 
uable because there are some half mil­ 
lion Belgians who have the ability 
to make f ’300 land bear interest on 
the investment. 
They are able to do 
this because they work hard and are 
satisfied with little. 
Another reason 
for the high price of land Is the keen 
competition for it. 
Because of the 
small pieces into which it is divided 
laud is constantly on the market and 
there a re always farm hands and rent­ 
ers who are eager to own a piece of 
land for themselves, and so tho pries 
is bid up to the limit.

EXPLAINS THE MERMAID MYTH 1 POINTERS ABOUT THE HAIR 


Green cartilage pap**r should becut 
Into a circular shape with a small cir­ 
cle cut from tho center and a section 
cut from the side, so that when the 
ends arc Joined it will matte the shade 
conical shaped. 
Next, before joining 
the pieces, draw a pattern upon tho 
edge, cutting it out with a sharp knife, 
practically making a stencil

This is venetian paper work, and if

but it is interesting to note that more 
than half the anc’ent pictures of mer­ 
maids depicted the creatures sitting 
on a rock in tho sea combing their 
long hair and locking into a Bmall 
hiind mirror. / 
Where did man get the idea, that 
mermaids possessed comb4’ and mir­ 
rors? 
At first one might think it 
evolved through tho belief that mer­ 
maids (man once believed they ex­ 
isted) ail possessed long hair, and, 
possessing it, naturally did what all 
women do -combed it. 
And because women have 
always 
used mirrors—even the prehistoric 
women us**d poohs of water for this 
purposc— these old artists gave their 
painted rn* rmaids mirrors and combs. 
Rut this is not true. 
It was no sup- 
position on the part of the old artists.
